Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative described the invention and discussed 
rejected claims and cited prior art. Applicant's representative indicated that the fundamental difference between the 
prior art and the invention is that the prior art compares similar distributions of n-grams whereas the invention 
compares the actual n-grams. Applicant's representative referenced to the applied prior art col. 8, line 51 - col. 9, line 
48 to support his position. Additionally, Applicant's representative discussed that the claimed invention searches for an 
equivalent of an unknown string whereas the prior art seeks to categorize a document rather than find its equivalent. 
The Examiner pointed out that in order for the text to be in the same category the prior art compares the scores of the 
strings in order to determine the similarity between the strings. Thus, the strings within the same category are 
equivalent with each other. Finally, Applicant's representative stated that the claimed invention determines if a match 
was found, and forms substrings in response to no match being found whereas the prior art extracts n-grams first 
before accessing similarity. Examiner consulted with her primary on this item and was told that the order in which n- 
grams is parsed to determine the similarity between the strings does not put the claim in allowable condition.
